Blessing, the insane con­ 
vict, who was sent from here to 
the penitentiary in iSSS for shoot­ 
ing Officer Joe Gossage. 
G en. 
C row 
w rites 
at 
some 
length, 
but the 
tw o paragraphs 
th it follow furnish the substance 
of his com m unication : 
“ This man Blessing was sent to 
the penitentiary from Pettis coun­ 
ty, and so far as the warden of the 
penitentiary is concerned, he 
sim ­ 
p ly recognizes him 
as a 
convict 
from Pettis county. 
“ I have examined 
the statutes 
and looked at 
the session 
acts on 
this subject, and com pared the dif­ 
ferent provisions, and I am of the 
opinion that Pettis 
county 
w ill 
have to care for this man as one of 
its indigent insane, and have so ad­ 
vised the warden of 
the 
peniten­ 
tia ry .” 
T he 
letter 
was 
submitted 
by 
C lerk G ray to County A ttorn ey 
Cashm an, who w ill endeavor to 
convince Gen. C row that he 
is in 
error in the position that he has 
. taken, and that it would be a gross 
injustice to bring 
Blessing 
here 
and unload him on this commu- 
nity. 
Blessing, as is w ell know n, was 
a tramp railroader at the time he 
shot Joe and Jim Gossage. 
He 
had just arrived here from Texas, 
and had not been in the city but a 
couple of hours when the trouble 
occurred. 
A fter Blessing was confined in 
the penitentiary, be became insane 
and was com mitted to the asylum 
at N evada, but the asylum authori­ 
ties failed in their litigation to have 
P ettis county 
pay 
for 
his care 
w hile at N evada, the court hold­ 
in g that the state must pay the bill. 
Blessing was then returned to 
the penitentiary, but his sentence 
has expired and W arden W ool­ 
dridge is anxious to get rid of the 
man. 
County A ttorney Cashm an holds 
it is the duty of W arden W ool­ 
dridge to discharge Blessing from 
prison, but he has no authority to 
return him here, where he never 
resided. 
Blessing 
is 
one of 
the 
most 
dangerous men ever comm itted to 
the Jefferson C ity prison. 
He has 
said time 
and 
time 
again 
that 
when he is released he w ill return 
to Sedalia 
and kill Hon. H enry 
Lam m , who was county attorney 
at the time the prisoner was con­ 
victed, and ex-Marshal L ew Kahrs, 
w ho, w ith ex-M arshal W alter S. 
Tackson, 
arrested Blessing while 
h e’was w alking along the M ., K .

^ Beam an, im m ediately after having 
shot the Gossage boys 
C ounty A ttorn ey Cashman in­ 
formed the D 
e m o c r a t today that 
if Blessing was returned here he 
w ould cause his arrest at once, on 
a peace w arrant, and as he would 
be unable to give bond there would 
be nothing to do but commit him 
to jail. 
T he case has already caused no 
end of trouble, and it looks as if 
there would be one or more chap­ 
ters of it before the end is reached.

\V. D. Kennedy, Hinsey’s 
proteg e, editor and promoter for 
the board of control and the insur- 
I ance branch ; H . B. Stolte, Hia- 


sey’s proteg e and secretary of the 
board during the Hinsey reg ime; 
C. 1 1. Kessler, successor of Stolte 
secretary for a short time, also 
said to have been an associate of 
Hinsey. 
Attorney Hardy adds to 
this list 
“ and 
others.” 
These 
“ others” are supposed to be out­ 
siders who worked in the ring with 
Hinsey. 
In this connection the supreme 
lodg e has had called to its atten­ 
tion certain real estate transactions 
in which Hinsey, Stolte, Kennedy 
and Dr. Albert I. BouHler were in­ 
volved. 
The supreme lodg e mem­ 
bers now term 
the combination 
“ the Chicag o ring ,” and speak of 
it as a ring desig ned to defraud the 
endowment rank.
